Writer  Points  Out,  with  Pertinent  Historical  Background,  That  Considerable  Savings  Would 
Be  Possible  on  Many  Papers  llroufl^  Slifl^t  Chaukges

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The  Heinz  Company  ia  satiafied  to 
cerate  a  world-wide  buainesa 
with  S7  varietiea  of  condimenta  and 
fooda.  But  newapaper  publiahers 
(hink  it  neceaaary  to  uae  58  aizea  of 
newaprint  roUa  on  to  print  ^ght 

columna  of  12  ema. 

Thou^  the  ANPA  mechanical 
bulletin  No.  137  liata  only  46  newapa- 
pera  of  ei^t  columna  of  12^  ema,  34 
different  aizea  of  roUa  are  uaed  to 
print  them. 

Paper  milla  are  expected  to  aupply 
92  different  aizea  of  rolla,  though  four 
aizea  would  aufSce  for  12  ema  and  four 
aizea  for  1214  ema. 

Manifeatly,  the  multiplicity  of  roll 
aizea  ia  a  burden  to  the  paper  milla 
that  ia  not  merely  annoying,  but  the 
cauae  of  much  addition^  work  and 
ezpenae  that  muat  be  borne  by  pub- 
liahera. 

Excepting  the  principal  aizea,  auch 
aa  68,  51  and  34  inches,  it  ia  not  eaay 
or  practical  for  some  of  the  paper 
milla  to  carry  newsprint  on  hand 
ready  for  shipment  Considering  that 
the  92  different  roll  sizes  vary  not 
only  by  inches,  but  also  by  sudi 
fractiona  as  %,  Va,  %,  %,  %,  %,  % 
and  even  1/6  and  11/16  of  an  inch, 
it  ia  evident  that  some  standardizing 
is  in  order. 

Fractiotud  Sizes  Made 
to  Order 

Unless  a  newspaper  using  fractional 
indi  sizes  constimes  many  tons, 
shipped  frequently,  its  shipments  are 
wound  especially  to  order.  No  paper 
mill  can  operate  economically  or  to 
the  best  advantage  of  its  customers, 
as  well  as  itself,  if  its  rewinding  de¬ 
partment  must  break  its  routine  fre¬ 
quently  to  handle  orders  for  odd  sizes. 
This  is  especially  true,  if  the  o^  size 
orders  call  for  hurried  shipment 
Like  topsy,  this  undesirable  trade 
custom  has  been  allowed  to  grow, 
without  any  adequate  effort  to  guide 
the  industry  into  a  policy  of  simpli¬ 
fication. 

Looking  back  20  years  to  1916,  news¬ 
papers  were  gradually  changing  to 
ei^t  columns.  Aside  from  the  Scrippa- 
McRae  groups,  that  had  used  12  ems 
columns  for  years,  the  trend  was 
toward  12^  ems. 

As  very  few  newspapers  had  adopted 
dry  mats,  most  of  tte  larger  ones 
were  using  73-incdi  rolls,  thnugh  tiie 
Hearst  papers  were  using  72^-inch 
rolls. 

Just  when  the  trend  was  toward 
eight  columns  of  12^  ems,  hi  73-inch 
rolls,  in  connection  with  wet  mats, 
the  entry  of  the  United  States  into  &e 
World  War  put  all  industries  on  a 
war-time  basis. 

Though  the  newspapers  were  recog¬ 
nized  as  necessities  and  all  possible 
ronsideration  was  given  to  their  needs, 
it  became  increasingly  diflScult  to 
supply  newsprint,  especially  in  the 
face  of  growing  circulations  caused 
by  demand  for  war  news. 

Conwvation  Spurred 
Initiative 

The  need  for  conserving  coal  and 
the  shortage  of  frei^t  cars,  required 
that  publishers  conserve  their  tonnage, 
as  there  was  a  possibility  that  some, 
if  not  all  mills  would  ^ve  to  ration 
the  newspapers,  so  that  all  could  be 
supplied. 

Whereas,  a  few  years  before,  pub¬ 
lishers  indulged  their  preferences,  aa 
to  the  width  of  page  margins,  die  sud¬ 


denly  imposed  necessity  of  saving 
paper  made  them  more  receptive  to- 
w^  ways  and  means  of  publidiing 
more  news  and  advertising  and  print¬ 
ing  more  papers  out  of  eadi  ton  of 
newsprint 

When  their  minds  became  receptive 
toward  changing  from  seven  to  ei^t 
columns,  many  publishers  awdm  to 
the  fact  that  their  presses,  especially 
those  of  double  width,  were  built  to 
accommodate  only  seven  .columns. 
Hie  press  builders  were  busy  build¬ 
ing  naval  guns  and  other  war  ma¬ 
terials  and  were  in  no  position  to 
enlarge  their  customers’  presses. 

Some  makes  and  models  of  presses 
were  so  compactly  designed  for  seven 
columns  that,  even  their  makers  con¬ 
sidered  it  impossible  to  alter  them 
tor  eight  columns,  without  sud  re¬ 
building  that,  the  work  could  not  be 
done  outside  of  the  press  facing. 

This  was  esjiecially  true  vdiere  pub¬ 
lishers  desired  to  change  from  seven 
columns  of  13  «ms  to  eight  columns 
of  12V4  ems.  It  was  with  skepticism, 
tempered  with  desire,  that  the  pub¬ 
lishers  of  the  Wichita  Eagle  and  the 
Omaha  World-Herald  listoied  to  this 
writer,  when  he  explained  how  their 
presses  could  be  altered  to  print  eight 
columns  of  12^  ems,  without  disccm- 
tinuing  their  daily  operation. 

Hie  World  War  has  many  sins  to 
answer  for,  but  it  can  be  credited 
with  causing  publishers  to  ad(^  roll 
sizes  that  have  saved  millions  of 
dollars.  It  is  doubtful  vdiether  the  in¬ 
dustry  would  have  learned  that  ei^t 
columns  of  12  ems  could  be  printed 
on  68-inch  rolls,  had  not  the  war  con¬ 
servation  compelled  eccmomies  and 
expedients  hitherto  unthought  of. 

Kansas  Papers  Led  Way 
In  Early  Days 

The  Wichita  Eagle  and  Wichita 
Beacon  adopted  %-inch  aide  margins, 
in  the  summer  of  1917,  and  dry  mats, 
when  it  was  pointed  out  that  in  no 
other  way,  could  ei^t  columns  of 
12V4  ems  printed  on  their  seven- 
column  presses. 

Following  that,  the  publisher  of  the 
Omaha  World-Herald  agreed  to  do 
likewise,  when  examination  of  his 
two  seven-column  sextuples  showed 
that  the  only  other  recourse  would 
be  to  follow  the  press  maker’s  solu¬ 
tion,  which  was  to  ship  the  presses  to 
the  factory  for  four  months  work.  In 
Omaha,  fte  ink  fountains  were  so 
narrow  that  they  had  to  be  lengthened 
one  inch  at  each  end.  Instead  of  dis¬ 
continuing  their  use,  the  alterations 
were  made,  even  though  the  first 
editicm  of  the  afternoon  paper  went 
to  press,  as  usual  at  9  azn.  and  the 
first  mail  edition  of  the  morning  paper 
began  printing  at  9  pjn. 

In  spite  of  the  success  that  attended 
the  alteration  of  the  foregoing  presses, 
the  publisher  of  the  Davenport  Times 
was  convinced  that  his  sextuple  was 
too  narrow  to  accommodate  ei^t 
columns,  even  though  he  was  willing 
to  adopt  12  ems.  However,  as  a 
matter  of  courtesy,  he  agreed  to  listen, 
in  company  wito  his  pressman,  to 
plans  to  alter  his  comparatively  new 
hi^  speed  press.  Aft«  meeting  all 
objections,  the  writer  was  told  that 
the  recently  patented  quick  plate  lock 
must  be  retsdned — and  it  was,  after 
a  slight  change. 

As  a  nifty  compressed  air  steam 
table  had  just  be»  installed,  at  a

cost  of  about  $2,500,  the  publisher  was 
in  no  mood  to  throw  it  out,  so  wet 
mats  were  continued,  though  die  extra 
inch  of  paper  would  cost  over  $3,500 
annually.  That  extra  inch  of  paper 
made  the  press  alterations  more  d^- 
cult,  but  they  were  acconplished, 
between  editions. 

Rolls  of  69  inches  were  adopted  for 
8  columns,  12  ems,  6  point  niles,  %- 
inch  margins  with  wet  mats.  That 
was  the  narrowest  paper  ever  used 
for  such  page  size,  in  connection  with 
wet  mats. 

Simultaneously,  there  were  altera¬ 
tions  in  the  phmts  of  the  Davenport 
Democrat,  Moline  Dispatch,  Rock 
Island  Mail  and  Rock  Island  Argus. 

The  Argus  was  the  first  newspaper 
in  the  United  States  to  print  8  col¬ 
umns,  12  ems,  6  point  rules  oh  34-inch 
rolls.  That  was  made  possible  by  the 
publisher’s  willingness  to  adopt  dry 
mats  and  %-mch  margins  in  Feb¬ 
ruary,  1918. 

In  toe  fall  of  1918,  toe  Atlanta  Con¬ 
stitution  and  Atlanta  Journal  were 
urgently  in  need  of  more  tonnage 
that  was  not  available,  so  both  papers 
consented  to  adopt  8  columns  of  12 
ems,  6  point  rules,  %-in<to  margins 
in  n  inches.  The  change  was  made 
in  November,  1918. 

In  altering  those  Atlanta  papers,  to 
become  the  first  newspapers  to  use 


68-into  rolls  far  ei^t  columns,  it  was 
necessary  to  lengthen  their  cdunma 
seven  lii^  tiiereby  adding  56  Rnaa 
to  each  page,  whidi  in  the  U  to  24- 
page  psvers  then  printed,  provided 
from  866  to  1,344  more  lines  available 
for  news  or  salable  for  advertising, 
witoout  using  more  paper. 

Through  war  necessity,  it  was 
learned  that  high  qpeed  presses  eouH 
point  successfully  with  an  aRowanee 
of  %-indi  for  side  margins.  In  fact, 
it  was  discovered  tiiat  sudi  pqiers 
were  printed  with  less  margin  varia¬ 
tion  than  those  having  as  mudi  as 
9Afi-ind>  available. 

Mat  Control  Nearly 
Stabilized 

It  is  human  to  fear  tiie  unknown 
and  the  trepidation  with  vtoioh  p<ti>- 
lidiers,  steraotypers  and  pressmen 
approaitoed  the  use  or  even  trial  at 
mats,  nearly  20  years  ago,  was 
so  great  that  c^y  the  necessity  at 
paper  conservation  and  pnssihllity  at 
printing  eight  columns  on  seven-cd- 
»m>n  machines  hastened  the  introdue- 
tion  of  the  new  method  of  stereo¬ 
typing. 

In  the  intervening  years,  the  diem- 
istry  and  manufacture  of  dry  mats 
has  dionged  until  now,  dry  mats 
torink  Vi  into  mare  tiu»  tii^  for¬ 
merly  did  and  V4  into  more  thra  wet 
mats. 

’Ihough  the  only  permanent  tiling 
in  life  is  change,  it  is  fair  to  assume 
tiiat  the  mamifaeture  of  dry  mats  has 
reached  the  stage  where  tiie  shrink 
has  beemne  reassnably  stabilized. 

Just  as  the  pfoneer  dry  mats  mode 
It  possible  to  uae  double  widtii  roDs 
one-into  narrower  than  required  by 
wet  mats,  tiie  time  bas  come  when 
the  current  toy  mats  permit  tiie  use 
of  paper  <me-i]^  narrower  than  was 
possible  when  the  68-,  51-  and  34-into 
rolls  and  dry  mats  were  institued  in 
Atlanta  in  IMS. 

Many  proses  were  altered  to  print 
%-into  margins,  witii  tiie  dry  mats 
of  years  ago,  in  68  inches.  Nowa¬ 
days,  those  papers  are  using  dry  mats 
that  shrink  14-into  more  than  for¬ 
merly,  so  it  is  now  in  order  to  reduce 
the  rolls  to  67,  5OV4  and  3314  inches. 

Still  Variety  at  Celunut 
Width 

Presses  tiiat  were  altered  or  built 
to  handle  the  earlier  dry  mats,  con 
use  the  above  sizes,  witoout  fiwtiier 
alteration.  Presses  that  were  altered 
or  buUt  since  the  dry  Boats  of  greater 
shrinkage  came  into  use,  would  re¬ 
quire  slitot  alteration.  ]^t  the  cost 
of  such  tososges  would  be  very  small, 
compared  wltii  the  saving  of  one 
into  of  newsprint 

The  reduction  of  rolls  from  68  to 
ef  inches,  with  propertionate  reduc¬ 
tions  of  toe  thrw  quarter  and  haR 
and  quarter  rolls,  would  be  L47  per 
cent  Aa  toe  newqirint  tonnage  de¬ 
pends  on  roll  widths  and  as  costs  of 
newqirint,  newsprint  fcei^t  drayags, 
newspaper  postage  and  newspaper  ex¬ 
press  depe^  on  weight,  all  <d  tiioae 
itons  of  expense  can  be  reduced  by 
roll  standardization. 

If  one  into  is  taken  from  roU 
widths,  a  like  amount  ean  bo  dor 
ducted  from  press  roHers  and  blanfcels, 
thereby  reducing  costs. 

Hiou^  most  newqpopers  are  now 
oa  a  IZ-em  basis,  the  variety  of  roR

aaan-made  nataral  color  camera.  The 
ides  of  this  device  was  coacedved  by 
CoL  Robert  R.  Mc&midi,  Tribune 
editor  and  puUhher,  who  is  intensely 
interested  in  devrioping  newqiaper 
color  to  a  iegne  of  perfectka. 

The  camera  was  made  by  ifaniiplMJ 
of  Barihi,  who  has  devoted  years  to 
research  in  oclor  photography.  He 
was  engaged  to  build  tiie  camera  ex- 
dhnively  for  the  Tribune  by  Ms  Ber¬ 
lin  correspondent  lOss  Sigrid  Schultz. 
B  took  seven  montiis  to  eonslroct 
the  camera.  Commenting  on  results 
obtained  to  date,  Edward  Johnson, 
chief  of  tiie  Tribim  color  studio,  told 
boos  k  Pdkjsbb: 

It  means  that  we  cameramen  vdio 
used  to  run  about  tiie  streets  making 
Mack  and  white  ptetnres  of  accidents 
or  fires  have  fluidly  craidwd  tiie  fine 


leaving  an  image  on  each  of  the 
plates. 

‘It  is  only  a  matter  of  a  second  to 
take  a  picture,  even  less  than  is  re¬ 
quired  in  the  use  of  the  ordinary 
portrait  studio  camera,  and  little  more 
than  is  needed  for  the  newspaper 
photographer’s  speed  camera,”  said 
Mr.  Johnson.  “No  qiedal  lifting 
effects  are  necessary.  Sunliiht  or  the 
white  rajrs  of  a  studio  reflector  are 
sufficient.” 

Removing  the  expensive  “stream¬ 
lined”  color  camera  from  its  place  of 
safe  hiding  in  the  vault  of  the  Tribune 
color  studio,  Mr.  Johnsini  and  his 
assistant,  Harry  Hull,  diqilayed  the 
devtee  to  bnoa  ft  PumjBHza.  Locked 


up  in  a  black  box  resembling  that 
u^  for  tranqiorting  sound  picture 
equ^ment,  the  camera  wras  jwdously 
guaitied  night  and  day  by  Jriinson 
and  Hull,  during  their  three-wedc 
stay  in  Hollywood,  where  they  made 
41  color  portraits  of  motion  picture 
stars. 

Alluding  to  possibilities  this  cam¬ 
era  opens  not  only  for  editorial,  but 
also  advertising  illustrations,  Mr. 
Johnson  declared  the  Tribune  is  in 
a  position  to  rival  magazine  color 
printing,  whoi  they  are  coupled  writh 


nie  unique  feature  of  the  “ooe- 
tiiot”  camera  £i  that  it  makes  three 
perfectly  coordinated  plates  witii  a 
single  exposure.  Thne  qiecially 
treated  plates  are  inserted  in  a  some¬ 
what  triangular  arrangement  in  tiie 
camera.

Thi 
big  job  comes  hi  developing  the  neg^ 
lives.  Albert  Gras  and  William  Mayft 
are  responsible  for  this  complex  stag 
requiring  the  greatest  of  care  anf 
precision. 

When  a  picture  is  being  devekqwf 
and  printed,  every  move  is  ched^ 
by  three  clocks,  eadi  of  which  h 
equipped  wdth  a  warning  bell.  All 
of  these  special  “tricks"  were  leanied 
by  experioice,  Mr.  Johnson  said, 
based  on  long  hours  of  tedious  effort 
to  develop  newspaper  color  printing 
fiom  scratch.  Combined  with  careful 
mechanical  checking  are,  also,  a  num¬ 
ber  of  secret  diemical  formulas  that 
have  been  perfected  after  extensive 
experiments. 

After  a  color  picture  is  made  fay 
the  “one-shot”  method,  the  dnt 
plates  are  carefully  developed,  Mr. 
Johnson  explained.  Then  a  brooddi 
print  is  made  from  each  of  then. 
These  prints  resemble  ordinary  fha- 
tographs,  except  that  they  are  muft 
flatter  in  tone— two  primary  colon 
having  been  filtered  out  of  eadt  of 
than.

NEW  COMMUNICATIONS  IDEA 

Oepartmonl  of  Commorco  Radio  Tolo- 
typowritors  Oporatod  Simoltawoowsly 

WASHOfGTON,  D.  C.,  Oct  28 — ^The 
Department  of  Commerce  has  intro¬ 
duced  a  new  wrinkle  in  the  art  of 
communications,  that  of  a  radio  tele¬ 
typewriter,  it  was  recently  announced. 

For  the  last  year  and  a  half,  the 
Bureau  of  Air  Commerce  has  con¬ 
ducted  successful  experiments  be¬ 
tween  Washington  and  Baltimore  with 
this  device,  a  teletypewriter  by  radio 
widiout  the  use  of  land  wires.  With 
the  new  mechanism,  a  chain  of  tele¬ 
typewriters  can  be  operated  at  great 
distances,  simultaneously  and  com¬ 
pletely  by  radio,  it  was  claimed  here. 

A  circuit  will  be  established  be¬ 
tween  Washington  and  Nashville  by 
the  Bureau  of  Air  Commerce  at  a 
cost  of  $200,000.  According  to  B\ueau 


estimates,  the  savings  effected  by  this 
new  form  of  communications  will 
pay  for  the  installation  arex  a  period 
of  three  years. 

What  the  policy  will  be  with  re¬ 
gard  to  this  new  form  of  communica- 
tions  is  a  matter  to  be  determined  at 
a  future  date.  While  the  develop¬ 
ment  is  of  primary  interest  to  the 
aviation  industry,  it  is  of  interest  to 
the  newspaper  business,  because  of 
its  cheaper  operating  co^  compared 
with  the  present  land  teletypewriter 
service.
